When Social Security legislation 


was being debated in the congress 
bpihion was almost unanimously in 
favor of the section covering old 
age benefits. 
But there was sharp disupte over 


the section which provides for pay 
ment of unemployment benefits. 


Critics said OAB was a sound in 


surancc program, for the pay-outs 
depend on a person reaching the 
age of 05—or his death before tha 
—either of which is a cold, hard1 
fact. And when you are dealing with 
lacis you can set up an actuarial 
.program which will make the sys- 
tenv-financially sound. 
..But, asked the critics, what is un- 
employment? They argued that the 
term can be construed a hundred 
different,ways, therefore any pro- 
gram dealing with the relief of un- 
employment would inevitably be 
subject to political abuse—ending 
in the bankruptcy and discontin- 
uance of the system. 


That may be the fate that's catch- 


ing up with unemployment bene- 
fits right now. A financial survey of 


state unemployment funds shows 
that in these relatively prosperous 
times two slates are definitely in 
trouble, Rhode Island and Mass- 
achusetts, and in five more the re- 
serve funds supporting unemploy- 
ment payments are going steadily 
downhill.

'^|all, and if it did fall below that

Futhcrmore, the states of New 
York, Ohio, Illinois, Pennsylvania 
and California all are paying out 
more in benefits than they are tak- 
ing in on taxes. 
That is to say, those who do work

In such a crisis you would expect 


to get some responsible advice and 
management from the head of the 
federal government. But instead, 
the Labor Department is getting up 
a 'bill, and President Truman is 
writing a message to go along with 
it, to increase unemployment bene- 
fits to a minimum of $30 a week for 
a maximum of 26 weeks—and to 
give federal money outright to such
